by Mr. MOJSOV. Further, the NOTIFICATION required that a copy of the 
NOTIFICATION be returned with the response. 

The originally- filed PCT Request identified in Box No. II and 
Box No. Ill where the inventors are identified, six separate 
inventors including "MOJSOV, Tome" . Consequently, when action was 
taken to reduce the matter to the national stage in the United States 
on April 4, 2005 a Declaration identifying all six inventors was 
filed, even though, in view of the time by which the matter had to be 
reduced to the U.S. national stage, none of the inventors executed 
the document .
